The Selectmen and Sewer Commissioners organized on January 19, 
1953 as follows: Edward J. Delaney, Chairman; John H. White, Clerk; 
John J. Burke, Janice Wilkins and Levi S$. Thompson. On May 1, 1953, 
Mr. White resigned as a Selectman, and Janice Wilkins was elected Clerk. 
At a Special Election held on June 22nd Charles W. Kemp was elected 
to the Board. 


During the year 40 regular meetings and 7 special meetings were 
held. 

As stated last year in our report, many problems arise due to 
continued growth of the Town and its effect on our various Town 
Departments. Considerable study and attention has been given to the 
Water Department this year, endeavoring to’ meet our water supply 
problem. This we believe we have remedied to a large extent and feel 
that it is now adequate under present conditions. We have studied the 
deficiency in the water distributing pipe system and are of the opinion that 
the best interests of the Town will be served should these problems be 
faced gradually, when water funds are sufficient, in order to eliminate 
borrowing. 

Our Police and Fire Departments are now housed in their new 
quarters which has greatly increased the efficiency of both departments. 

Frank R. Gilmore, a Selectman in 1906 and 1907, passed away 
August 14, 1953. Mr. Gilmore was a very civic minded person and was 
always interested in Town affairs. 

Following a vote of the Town at the Annual Town Meeting, Group 
Life Insurance for Town Employees was adopted and the Board selected 
the Aetna Life Insurance Company to underwrite it. 

Our newly designed Town Report has been accepted with considerable 
favor and to that end we are happy to say we were awarded second prize 
in the Annual Town Report Contest conducted by the Massachusetts 
Selectmen’s Association.

General Highway 


New highway construction this year included North Street from 
Main Street to High Street, a portion of Diamond Street at the bad curve 
by Diamond Pond, West Street from Main Street to Elm Street and 
Robbins Road from the home of the V.F.W. Post No. 5188 to Haynes 
Street. 

The North Street and Diamond Street Construction consisted of a 
24’ wide tar and gravel road with adequate drainage provided and a 5’ 
bituminous concrete sidewalk on one side. Additional work is necessary 
on North Street and an appropriation will be requested the coming year. 
West Street was resurfaced with bituminous concrete after the sub base 
had been regraded and built up to provide proper drainage. The Robbins 
Road Construction consisted of the removal of a high bank in order to 
install the 8’ water main and gravel was installed over a portion of the 
roadway. 

New sidewalks of bituminous concrete were installed on the follow- 
ing streets: Main Street, from the “S” Bridge to William Street; from the 
residence of George Knoll of 50 Main Street to the residence of 
William Karol of 102 Main Street and from the residence of Nils Grahn 
of 315 Main Street to Hoover Road. Eleanor Road, entire length. Common 
Street, from Eleanor Road northwesterly to the existing concrete sidewalk. 
Bonnie Road, entire length. Carpenter Road, completed section omitted 
in 1952 construction. Washington Street, from Boyden School to Clinton 
Avenue and from Pine Street southerly approximately 200’. 

Sidewalk repairs were made on the following sidewalks: Clark 
Avenue, Common Street, Hutchinson Road, Main Street, North Street, 
East Street, Lewis Avenue, Pocahontas Street and Washington Street. 

Brush was cut on Brook, Common, Elm, Mylod, Oak, South, 
Washington, Winter Streets and several dangerous intersections. 

During the year the Town purchased an Austin Western Patrol 
Sweeper equipped with a closed cab and a five ton Mack Dump Truck 
equipped with a sand spreader and a heavy duty snow plow. Other than 
one of our small pick-up trucks the remaining equipment appears to be 
satisfactory for the coming year. 


Chapter 90 Maintenance 


The construction program consisted of the widening and rebuilding 
of Washington Street from the end of the 1953 construction to Short 
Street. The Annual Town Meeting voted an appropriation of $8,000 
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for this construction. The State allocated an alike amount and the County 
an allotment of $1500. The construction was executed by contract and 
bids were received at 100 Nashua Street, Boston, Massachusetts by the 
State Department of Public Works on August 11, 1953. The low bid 
was submitted by the Forrest Construction Company and the contract was 
awarded to this company. A mixed-in-place surface on a gravel base 
30’ wide was installed, corrections made to drainage and a retaining wall 
installed between Station 64 and Station 65. 

Again this year the State and County made grants of $2,000 each and 
the Town appropriated a like amount for the maintenance of eligible roads 
under this program. 

The following work was completed: All catch basins cleaned, brush 
cut, fences repaired and painted, two sections of North Street were 
resurfaced and a drain installed from the brook at the intersection of the 
new North Street cut off and old North Street southerly to the residence 
of Kenneth Isaacs. 


Park Department 


The portion of Memorial Park between the new Fire Station and 
Memorial Park Brook and adjacent to the Main Street properties was 
improved this year by the installation of a parking space. Entrances to this 
area were provided by the construction of a road from Stone Street to 
East Street. There is some remaining work to be performed including the 
installation of lights, grading, surface treatment and directional signs. 
A request for an appropriation will be asked at the coming Annual Town 
Meeting to complete this needed project. 

Lawns, playgrounds and commons were maintained as usual. Ashes 
and debris were removed periodically from all public buildings. 

Again this year the two swimming pools were operated under the 
guidance of Robert Graney, Supervisor, assisted by Dorothea Kunde and 
William Jurgelevich at the center and Paul Baldassari at South Walpole. 
The pressure filters with its recirculation system was in operation this 
year, 

/ A Christmas tree in the center, one at South Walpole and Town Hall 
Decorations maintained the Christmas spirit. Cooperation by the Walpole 
Business Men’s Association is hereby acknowledged. 

At the close of the year Mr. John Geehan, Foreman of this department 
rendered his resignation after approximately twenty-three years of faithful 
service and cooperation. This position has been filled from the rank by 
the appointment of Mr. James Walsh. 

The dump truck in this department was replaced this year by a 
three-ton Ford Dump. 


Tree Department and Town Forest 


The problem of Dutch Elm Disease continued this year. One hundred 
and eight elms were removed and burned and many more are in a poor 
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condition. One hundred and twenty-five new trees were planted in various 
parts of the town and requests for about one hundred are on file for next 
year. Two applications of D.D.T. were applied to the elms along our 
highways in the early part of the year, previous to which spraying for 
bark beetle was performed. 

Little work was performed at the forest this year. The cleaning of 
paths and some thinning of crowded growth was executed. 


Purchasing Department 


In order to obtain proper equipment, material and supplies needed 
for the operation of essential services considerable time and attention 
was required in this department. The execution of specifications, prepara- 
tion of contracts required a large portion of the time devoted which is 
very essential in order to evaluate each purchase properly for the best 
interest of the town. 


Sewer Department 


A 10” lateral sewer on Washington Street was installed from Short 
Street, southerly 836.5 feet, an 8” lateral installed in Polley Lane from 
Washington Street easterly 239’ and an 8” lateral sewer on South Street 
from the Neponset River southerly 500’. This latter project is not 
completed but is being constructed by contract. This construction added 
to our existing system 1575.5 feet making a total of 80,028.8 lineal feet 
or 15.16 miles of lateral sewer excluding house connections. 28 house 
connections were added to the system this year making a total of 643 
services in our system. 


Health Department 


The duties of this department continue under the faithful and 
efficient guidance of Dr. Francis J. Allendorf. 

Considerable time and effort have been extended to the department 
due to new State Legislature pertaining to Garbage Collection and 
Housing Developments. 

At the close of the year but one case was hospitalized at the Norfolk 
County Hospital. 

The Town Dump on Main Street has been maintained regularly 
and Garbage collected as has been our usual practice. 


Building Repairs 


Major repairs and installations completed this year are as follows: 
Bird School—Waterproofed corridor walls, installed master switch panel 
in Boiler Room, electric fan in Teacher’s Rest Room, four additional 
bubblers, made roof repairs, painted all classrooms in West Wing, Audi- 
torium, Teacher’s Room, Cafeteria, Dental Clinic and corridors. Boyden 
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School—Repairs made to the roof. Fisher School—Steampipes were 
recovered. High School—Waterproofed walls of Rooms 107, 108, 206, 
207, painted two classrooms, tarred and gravelled roof, new plates for 
incinerator, replaced automatic damper in the Boiler Room, installed 
electrical wall outlets for Rooms 201, 205 and 209, installed opaque 
window shades in seven rcoms and rewired attic. Plimpton School—Rooft 
and gutter repairs and installed a sink and bubbler. East Walpole Fire 
Station—Electric wiring, two overhead doors and completed new Police 
Office. Center Library — Repaired coping and gutters and installed a 
bubbler. Town Hall—Repaired and painted police cells. Blackburn 
Memorial Building—Repaired windows. Old Stone School—Redecorated 
one room and adjacent corridor. 

In addition to these major repairs and the regular maintenance of 
buildings this department aided the Highway Department in repairing 
fences along the highways, erecting forms for culverts, painted crosswalks, 
traffic lines and erected traffic signs. 


Town Electrician 


During the year 1149 inspections were made. Regular monthly 
inspections of motors and emergency lighting equipment in the Town 
buildings were made. 

Following is a list of the work completed: 
Installed wiring in New Police Station in East Walpole and police sign 
on front of the building. 

2. Installed exhaust fan in Bird School, Teacher's Room. 

3. Installed flood light in rear of Town Hall and New Police and Fire 

Station. 

4. Installed post light at East Walpole Library. 
5. Installed police sign on front lawn of the new Police and Fire Station. 
6. Installed 30 ampere circuit for National Defense radio equipment. 
7. Installed 17 new duplex receptacles in various town buildings. 
8. Installed new service in South Walpole Square for Christmas lighting. 
9. Installed new 3 phase and single phase underground services at 
Center Swimming Pool and wired pressure filters. 

10. Rewired service entrance at the Bird School. 

11. Rewired parts of the attic in the High School. 

12. Moved the control of the Traffic lights to the New Police Station, 

13. Ran feeders for the Christmas lighting. 

14. Removed traffic signal cables and the necessary power lines from the 

Old Center Fire Station. 

15. Removed the intercommunication system from the Old Fire Station 
to the New Fire Station. 

16. Carried on the maintenance, repair or replacement of all Town wiring 
installations and equipment.

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Water Department 


The problems in this department were materially increased this 
year due to the large volume of work. Twenty-seven more services were 
installed than last year. The routine work increased and the construction 
program was extremely heavy. The 1,000,000 gallon and the 440,000 
gallon stand-pipes at High Plain Street were repaired, sandblasted and the 
interior and the exterior of each painted. 

Additional work on two lines of driven wells at the Pumping Station 
was executed this year. The installation of the new well at the main well 
field off Washington Street materially improved the output of the Pumping 
Station. One line of small wells which produced approximately 100,000 
gallons per day was eliminated by this installation. The new well produced 
approximately 300,000 gallons per day which increased the output in this 
area to a net gain of approximately 200,000 gallons per day. 

An altitude valve and chamber was installed to control the level of 
the water at the South Walpole Elevated Water Tank. This installation 
should stop the overflow of the tank and eliminate the old practice of 
manually closing a gate near the main Pumping Station. 

A new road was constructed from Robbins Road to the Gravel Wall 
Well at Mine Brook Site. A structure enclosing the well was erected 
following the installation of the motor driven pump and a power line 
from Robbins Road to the pump house. Except for a transformer this 
well is now ready for operation. 

One hundred fifty-six new water services were installed and one 
discontinued this year making a total in the system of two thousand eight 
hundred sixteen. Two old services were renewed and the following mains 
added: 

3250 lineal feet 8” pipe in Robbins Road 
1025 lineal feet 8” pipe in Elm Street 
940 lineal feet 10” pipe from Robbins Road 
to the new gravel wall well 

One hydrant was added on Robbins Road, one at the new gravel wall 
well, two at the Guisti Development off Main Street, two on Morningside 
Drive and one on Pall Mall Street. Three hydrants were replaced as 
follows: One on Washington Street, one on Fisher Street and one at the 
intersection of Moose Hill Road and Woodland Road. 

The total output for the station for the year was 550,815,000 gallons of 
water, being a decrease of 36,369,000 gallons from last year. 

During the year Mr. Maurice Colbert, one of the Pumping Station 
Operators retired after 18 years of valuable and conscientious service. 

There are meny deficiencies in our distributing pipe system, some of 
which offer problems. In order to correct the most important of these 
flow tests at strategic locations to determine their adequacy was made. 
The locations where these tests showed the most serious inadequacies were 
as follows: Washingon Street near the Norwood Town Line, the inter- 
sections of Main and Willett Street, the intersections of Main and Fisher 
Streets, the intersections of Oak and South Streets and art the intersections 
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of Main and Winter Streets. Steps necessary to correct these conditions, 
some of which the department has corrected this year, namely, the 
installation of the gravel wall well and its supply line to Robbins Road, 
the installation of the altitude valve and chamber at South Walpole, the 
8” main on Robbins Road and the 8” main on Elm Street. Of the 
remaining inadequacies, | am recommending for the coming year the 
following: An 8” line in Pemberton Street from Robbins Road to Main 
Street, an 8” line from the existing mains at the intersections of East and 
Elm Streets southerly along Elm Street to Station Street, thence through 
Station Street to West Street, a 12” main from the intersections of 
West Street and Station Street and then along West Street to Front Street 
and then in Front Street to Main Street. Then as funds become available 
other inadequacies may be taken care of within the revenue of the Water 
Department and thereby eliminate the necessity of borrowing money. 


Health Department 


FRANCIS J. ALLENDORF, M.D., Health Officer 


During the year 1953, there was a marked increase in the number 
of the contagious diseases as compared with previous years. This was due 
to an epidemic of mumps, measles and chicken pox from September 
through December. All diseases were promptly reported and hospitalized 
at the respective hospitals with the cooperation of the State Health 
Department. 

During the Spring, certain areas were notified to remove health 
hazards which was done, but there still is room for improvement. 

Water specimens from the water supply and swimming pools were 
taken periodically by the State Department and reported back to our 
local department with no evidence of contamination. 

Regular inspections of food establishments, slaughter houses, public 
dumps and swimming pools were performed throughout the year and 
unfavorable reports from the tenants were looked into in regards to 
sanitation and rectified within our limits. 

I wish to thank the people of the town for their fine cooperation 
in reporting defective conditions and I extend my thanks to Mr. Frederick 
Libby, his staff and the Police Department for their cooperation in the 
functions of our Health Department. 


Swimming Pool 


ROBERT M. GRANEY, Supervisor 


This year the Town had two swimming pools in operation. The 
Center Pool and the new South Walpole Pool. 

A filtering system was installed at the Center Pool. 

Both pools were well attended by the young people of Walpole. This 
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past year we noticed that a greater number of adults took advantage of 
the pools. 

Instructions were given at both pools in life-saving, swimming and 
water safety.

Plumbing Inspector

Two hundred and thirty-three (233) inspections were made during 
the year and satisfactory workmanship has been done throughout the 
town. All complaints relative to plumbing were inspected and taken care 
of. the details of which are on file in the engineer's office. 
I have also inspected and passed one hundred thirty-nine (139) 
cesspools and septic tanks, which are on file at the Engineer's Office. 


[Inspector of Milk 


WiLLis H. Hoyt 

Fifty-eight licenses were granted for sale of milk and cream, seventeen 
of these to producers and dealers, and forty-one to stores and restaurants. 

Three licenses for operation of pasteurization plants were granted. 

A total of $59.00 in license fees was collected and turned over to the 
Town Treasurer. 

The Bainwood Farm Dairy business sold out to the Fisher Dairy 
of Dedham. 

Chester A. Yonkers lost his valuable herd when his barn was com- 
pletely destroyed by fire. 

The records of samples of milk and cream collected show our supply 
to ke very satisfactory. Very little raw milk is sold as bottled milk in the 
town now, nearly the entire supply being pasteurized. 


Dental Hygienist 


ALICE BouRASSA, R.D.H. 

My work consisted in carrying on the dental program by urging all 
school children to have all their dental work completed at least once during 
the school year. 

Besides this follow up work, talks were given on the importance of 
daily home care, that is brushing the teeth after eating and a well balanced 
diet. 

The cooperation of the parents plus the efforts and good work of the 
family dentists were excellent and resulted in a high percentage of dental 
certificates. 

However the increase enrollment in our schools has been tremendous 
and promises to continue this way for a few years to come, so that our 
work may have to be limited to fewer grades.

Board of Public Welfare

The year 1953 proved to be a most active one for your Department 
of Public Welfare. 

The activity is, we believe, attributed for various factors. In the past 
year it has been the tendency for city residents to migrate to the outskirs 
of the metropolitan areas and’ Walpole has received many transfer cases. 

Several cases which have been aided over the past years and have been 
closed to self care have found it necssary to return to the department for 
aid and assistance. Said assistance was not necessarily of a financial 
nature but it was necessary for many to seek medical, social and psychiatric 
help, all of which is time consuming. Your department of public welfare 
is pleased to have this type of relationship with its clients. 

Enactment of new legislation with regard to conversion of payments 
on Old Age Assistance and Aid to Dependent Children was received during 
the year and made effective by the department. Also further. legislation 
relative to (1) the granting of old age assistance to recipients who move to 
another community stating the responsibilities of towns on intercommunity 
transfers and applications for assistance in incorporated homes, boarding 
and nursing homes and hospitals. (2) The granting of permission to 
guardians and conservators to apply for assistance for applicants who are 
physically and/or mentally incapacitated, and many other amendments 
which can be found in your General Laws. 

New per diem rates for hospital care were released by the 
Commissioner of Public Welfare to our department to become effective 
en the first day of nineteen hundred fifty-four as well as a Medical Care 
Plan, Medical Vendor Payments and Statistical Report Supplement. 

The many changes have placed a tremendous work load on the 
administrators of public welfare for the Town of Walpole since clerical 
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and statistical work has increased as well as the work pertinent to each case 
handled from a medical-social standpoint. 

Reference to your 1952 annual report of this Board of Public Welfare 
brings to your attention the enforcement of liens on real property and 
we are pleased to report the recovery of $6,000.00 for your Town of 
Walpole under the lien law. 

For information on receipts and expenditures of this department 
may we refer you to the report of the Town Accountant. 

We would be remiss in our duty to you if we did not express our 
appreciation to all who have helped us make this year one where we have 
again manifested a reduction of expenditures for each taxpayer. 

May we take this opportunity to thank those private individuals and 
organizations. who in their charity desire to remain unknown, but who 
contributed so generously to us throughout the year of 1953. 


Director of Veterans’ Services 


JAMES J. FITZGIBBONS, Veterans Agent 


On May 1, 1953 I assumed the Office of Director of Veteran’s 
Services and Veteran’s Agent for the Town of Walpole. I wish to take 
this opportunity to thank the Board of Selectmen for my appointment. to 
the above named offices. This office will continue to serve the Veterans 
of Walpole and their dependents. Since assuming office I have assisted 
many Korean Veterans in filling out their “bonus” application, obtaining 
copies of their release papers and informing them of their rights‘ as 
Korean Veterans. These veterans should at the earliest possible time bring 
into this office their release or discharge papers so that copies of them may 
be made and recorded in the “log” book provided for that purpose. There 
are many cases in which a:copy of discharge or release is needed. 


In regards to. assisting veterans of Walpole financially it must be 
stated that Walpole has the least number of veterans receiving Veterans 
Benefits than any of the surrounding Towns. This speaks well for’ our 
veterans. They and their dependents are to be congratulated on their 
ability to -care for themselves. It also speaks well for the healthy. labor 
conditions here in Walpole. ou 

This office is open only part-time, namely, Monday evenings 7-9, 
Tuesday morning 9-12, and Friday evenings 7-9. If any veteran of 
Walpole feels that he should file a claim for disability with the V.A., by 
all means come to this office to start it. I feel sure that we will be able 
to help if the claim is legitimate We would like to see more veterans 
using this office in obtaining information, etc. I am sure that any veteran 
or his dependents who have been in to see me since I took office, left 
completely satisfied that they were getting a square deal. ,

I wish to submit my Annual Report for the year 1953, of the 
Police Department. 


During the early part of 1953, a 32-hour course of instruction on 
police procedure and presenting evidence in court was given to all members 
of the Department by members of the Boston Office of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation. 


A formal Graduation Exercise was held in May, 1953, under the 
supervision of Sergeant Joseph J. Burke, who was assigned to assist the 
F.B.I. in handling the details of the school. 


On July 26, 1953, the Department moved into. its new Police Head- 
quarters, which was badly needed and is appreciated by every member of 
the Department, and is a credit to the Building Committee who supervised 
the construction of the same. , 


Many citizens have visited the building since that date, and expressed 
complete satisfaction, congratulating the committee on a fine job well done: 


~.» Police officials from various cities and towns who have visited the 
Headquarters have stated that it is one of the finest stations in the State 
and a credit to the Town. 


| During the Fall months of 1953, members of the Department:under 
the supervision of Sergeant John Buckley, have been constructing an 
up-to-date pistol range on. the third floor of the Town Hall. 

This range will be in operation early in January, 1954, and will be 
used. for periodic target practice, and matches between pistol teams of 


Walpole and other departments who are competing in match competition 
with the Walpole Department. 


Members of the Walpole Department competed in the New England 
Police Revolver League Matches at Wakefield during the month of August, 
and gave an excellent account of themselves bringing home several prizes 
as individuals and a team. 


_ Teams from every New England State, including State Police, and 
an added attraction, a. team from the Canadian North West Mounted 
Police, competed in these matches. 


~ Spring and Fall mandatory practice for all men of the Department was 
held at the out-door rifle range of the Walpole Sportsmen, at Lincoln Road, 
under the supervision of Sergeant Buckley and Kurte Groote. All officers 
qualifying in revolvers, shot guns, sub-machine guns, riot guns and rifles. 

All practices and matches are shot on the officers own time, with many 
of the men owning their own pistols. 
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The new Municipal Parking Area was completed during the year, 
and is used daily by many persons who work in the immediate vicinity of 
Walpole Square. 


Due to increased traffic on Main Street, a recommendation from the 
Police Department and Massachusetts Department of Public Works, to 
change to parallel parking has been accepted and will be put into effect 
early in 1954, from Common Street to Hanson Avenue. 

In completing this report, I wish to express my sincere appreciation 
to the Town Officials, Town Counsel, Engineering Department, members 
of the Police Department, and Citizens of the Town for their splendid 
support and cooperation given me during the past year. _

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Fire Alarm Maintenance 


AARON H. HILL, Superintendent of Fire Alarm 


On July 24th an entirely new Class B Fire Alarm System was put into 
service in the New Fire Station. I commend the Fire and Police Station 
Building Committee for their foresight in providing this modern and 
efficient equipment for our town. Many hours of conferences were 
necessary to arrive at a final decision in reviewing the pros and cons of 
different types of equipment. The new air whistle went into service on 
July 3rd. The fire alarm equipment contractor rushed this installation in 
advance as our old whistle was completely out of service due to age. We 
are indeed grateful to the Kendall Mills organization for their cooperation 
and service through the years on the old steam whistle. I believe the 
Town owes this Company a debt of gratitude for providing the steam for 
our whistle for many years. The installation of the new air whistle 
completes the program of whistle replacements in all three fire stations. 


During the year five old style fire alarm boxes were replaced with 
the latest type box available, a further step towards better protection for 
our community as a whole. The results of our equipment replacement 
programs are very gratifying as continuity of service is the most important 
part of any fire alarm system. 


All fire alarm boxes were checked for defects and operation periodic- 
ally during the year. Actual test alarms were sounded from boxes on the 
system for regular Fire Department monthly meetings. A new box 
extension was completed during the year on North Street and Box No. 593 
was installed. A new box extension was completed on Moosehill Road 
and Box No. 695 was installed. Two new boxes were installed on existing 
lines, one on Diamond Street and one on Main Street. 


The wire replacement program continued as in the past. Interruptions 
to service were few, only six occurred during the year. The wire replace- 
ment program being the greatest factor in keeping outside interruptions 
to a Minimum. 

Additional work was required by our maintenance forces in order to 
keep our fire alarm system in operation during construction work on the 
New Fire Station. Temporary relocation and cutover the old system was 
necessary in order to move the old fire station, housing the alarm equip- 
ment, previous to completion of the new building. 


All construction necessary outside the central station to connect to 
our new system was performed by our own personnel and required many 
additional manhours to complete. 


A total of 2,129 manhours were expended on maintenance, repairs, 
new extensions, temporary changes, and new construction on the system 
during the year. <— 


.. I wish to thank the personnel of the Public Utility Companies for 
their cooperation throughout the year. I take this opportunity to 
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compliment the fire alarm personnel for their excellent work in moving 
and maintaining our entire fire alarm equipment at the old station during 
the temporary construction period, and for their cooperation and will- 
ingness to maintain service under all conditions during the year.

The Walpole Housing Authority met eleven times in the year 1953. 
Albert W. Smith was again elected Chairman of the Authority as was 
Willis H. Hoyt, Vice Chairman; Denis F. O’Brien, Treasurer; Robert Booth, 
Assistant Treasurer; and James B. Maguire, Secretary. 

During the year 1953, the entrance to Robinwood was cleared of 
brush, and several trees removed to eliminate a hazardous condition. 

It was only necessary to make a few minor repairs as the tenants are 
all making an effort to keep their homes attractive. 

Rents are still computed individually according to the income of the 
veteran, thus giving each veteran the opportunity to live within his income.

Civil Defense 


ROGER TURNER, Dyrector 

The Office of Civil Defense has been constantly in operation during 
the past calendar year under the efficient supervision of Wesley Beaulieu, 
Executive Secretary. 

Your community was assigned by State Headquarters, a first aid 
station specially packaged to immediately serve any emergency. 

Recommendation is under consideration for the installation of an 
improved warning system. 

Communications, under the able leadership of George A. Wilson, Jr., 
Radio Officer and emergency coordinator for your community, has sub- 
stantially expanded its program of activity in keeping with the prime 
objective of being prepared for any emergency affecting your community. 

Station W1YFA, the officially licensed Town Station, was moved 
from the Old Stone School to new quarters in the basement of the 
Town Police Station. Now directly linked by an inter-com system with 
the Police and Fire Departments, the station is ideally established as a 
central communications center. 

Additional equipment purchased by the Town included three portable 
transmitter-receivers. These units can be put into immediate service at 
any fixed location, and can be operated either from automobile batteries 
or from regular Edison current. 

Drills continued to be held weekly, with an average attendance of 
ten stations participating. The value of training and preparedness was 
strongly emphasized by the Worcester tornado of June, 1953. Within 
minutes following the disaster, W1YFA handled emergency messages and 
dispatched needed equipment to the stricken area. Assistance continued 
to be offered until the emergency was declared over. Later that same 
month, the Town equipment was set up on the grounds of the Walpole 
Sportsmen’s Association and the local amateurs joined in the annual 
nation-wide “Field Test” of emergency radio equipment. On October 31st 
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five amateur mobile units and Station WIFYA assisted the Police 
Department in its patrol of the Town for Hallowe'en troublemakers. 

Walpole amateurs who actively served the Town in 1953 were: 
George A. Wilson, Jr. (WI0LP) Radio Officer and Emergency Co- 
ordinator for the Town; Clinton Hanscom (W1HTR) Assistant Radio 
Officer; Eleanor Wilson (W1QON), Wilfred Sheehan (W11X1), Perley 
Mudgett (W1ALK), George Rummell (WIWTEF), Fred Holmes 
(WI1SEN ), Stanley Robinson (W1JJQ). 

Various Town departments and the Walpole Chapter, American Red 
Cross, have extended a fine and welcome spirit of cooperation with this 
department. 


Public Library

In order to obtain an objective view of the library and its services, 
and to evolve a long-range plan to provide maximum library service for 
each budget dollar, the Trustees decided to request a survey by the 
Division of Library Extension, Department of Education, a service which 
is available to public libraries of Massachusetts. In January, 1953, the 
Field Supervisor made two visits to the library. She held conference with 
the Librarian, members of the Staff and the Board of Trustees, examined 
records, and inspected the Library and its Branches. Her report, when it 
arrived some weeks later, proved to be complete, and to have many helpful 
suggestions which were put into effect immediately, as well as others 
which could not be acted upon at present. 


Staff and ‘Trustees 

With the rapid growth of the Library these last few years the need 
for a full-time Assistant Librarian has become increasingly apparent. 
Although in the last ten years the book circulation has almost doubled, 
and more than twice as many books were cataloged in 1953 as in 1943, 
the staff has not been sufficiently increased to take care of this added load. 
This year, however, we were fortunate to obtain Miss Ann Locke to fill 
that position. Miss Locke has been working as a part-time assistant since 
September, and will begin her new duties January 1, 1954. 

Two changes were made in the Board of Trustees in 1953. In 
January Mr. Geoffrey E. Plunkett was elected to take the place of 
Mr. H. S. Lines, who resigned the previous November, and in May the 
Board regretfully accepted the resignation of Mr. Wayland A. DuBois. 
Mr. Robert H. Gillespie was appointed to fill the vacancy. 


South Walpole Station Closed 
Since so few adult books were circulated at our South Walpole station 
these past few years it seemed not worth while to send a staff member

there every week. ‘The children can be provided for adequately by 
classroom collections as they are in Stone, Plimpton and Bird Schools. 
Accordingly, the Station was not opened in September, which freed 
Mrs. Wilson for an extra morning each week to be spent at the 
East Walpole Branch, time which was greatly needed there. 


Furniture and Equipment 

In June, Bird & Son linoleum was laid in the foyer, reading and 
reference rooms of the Main Library. The new floor covering not only is 
easier to keep clean, but makes the rooms much lighter and greatly 
improves their appearance. 

A new bookcase was built for the East Walpole Branch, and an old one 
refinished. 

A water bubbler was installed in the Main Library. 

In time for our November Book Week celebration a new three-speed 
record-player was purchased. The old one, which was in good condition 
but limited to playing 78-RPM records, was transferred to the East Walpole 
Branch for Story Hour use there. 


The Children’s Department 

Once again the Children’s Department reports a record year. Story 
Hours were held every Saturday morning from November to April at both 
the Main Library and the East Walpole Branch. 

As usual, the fifth grade classes came to the Library for catalog 
instruction. 

The Children’s Librarian gave a book talk to the Stone School P.T.A. 
in March. She also went to the schools to announce the Summer Reading 
Club, which proved to be so popular with the young people that, at the end 
of the summer, 404 boys and girls were members. ! 

Book Week was observed in November with exhibits of many new 
children’s books. Morning coffee hours for the public were held at both 
the Main Library and the East Walpole Branch. 

Over 15,000 children’s books were circulated this last year in classroom 
collections. These collections make library books available to almost every 
elementary school pupil in Walpole. To some children these books serve 
as an introduction to the library, but to many of the bus pupils, the 
classroom collection is the only library they know. 

Friends of the Library 

We have been very fortunate this year to have the work of local 
artists displayed on our Reading Room walls. These paintings, done by 
Mr. John Goss and his pupils, are of great interest both as works of art 
and as examples of local talent. 

We greatly appreciate the many gifts which were received during the 
year: gifts of books, recordings, flowers and plants, a globe, a set of stamp 
magazines, and several items of historical interest. 


In Conclusion 
1953 was a good year, a year of progress in which the use of the 
library considerably increased.

School Committee Activities 


The Walpole School Committee is a member of the Massachusetts 
Association of School Committees. In 1953 members of the Committee 
have attended regional meetings of the Association and the annual State 
Convention at Swampscott. Members of the Committee have visited 
schools in other communities. 


Enrollment

Growth in School Population 


The Enrollment Table shows how 1953 enrollments compare with 
those of 1952, the preceding year. The overall increase of 123 was taken 
care of by the opening up of three additional elementary classrooms, and 
by transfer of certain grades and pupils from one school building to 
another. 

An additional First Grade room was opened at the Stone School by 
using the room formerly the School Department Office. Two Fifth Grades 
were transported daily from East Walpole to available rooms at the 
Plimpton School. Fifth and Sixth Grade pupils of the North Walpole 
district were again transported daily to the Stone School. Seventh and 
Eighth Grade pupils of the North and South Walpole districts were split 
between the Bird and Plimpton Junior High Schools so as to make 
maximum use of seating capacities. 
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Probable Re-location of Pupils and Teachers in 1954 


The school-year of 1954-’55 will be the critical year with regard to 
housing of our expected enrollments, pending completion of the 
construction of new buildings at the High School and North Walpole sites. 

The High School will need at least one additional classroom. It will 
probably take one of the five rooms used for the past twenty years by the 
Seventh and Eighth Grades of the Plimpton Junior High School. This 
will reduce to eight the number of classrooms available for Grades 7 and 8 
at the Bird and High Schools. No less than 12 classrooms will be needed 
to house the 391 pupils who will be enrolled in Grades 7 and 8 in 
September 1954. This shortage of four classrooms can be overcome, as a 
one-year temporary emergency measure by opening up at least four 
classrooms in the Old Stone School to house some 7th and 8th Grade 
pupils from the several school districts. 


New School Buildings 


The long range building expansion program started in 1950 by the 
school authorities is proceeding according to schedule. During 1953, 
appropriations were made for a new Senior High School and for a new 
Elementary school in the North Walpole area. 

The High School Building Committee reports that it hopes to start 
construction of the new building in the late winter or early spring of 
1954, and that the new building will be ready for occupancy by September 
of 1955. 

The North Walpole School Building Committee reports that it is 
hoping to start construction of the new building in the spring of 1954. 


Curriculum Revision 


It is expected that the new High School will be ready for use in 
September 1955. At that time, Grades 10-11-12 will move into the new 
school, and the present high school building will be used for Grades 7-8-9. 
This organization will create a new situation for Walpole. It will be what 
is known as the 6-3-3 type of school organization where there are 6 years 
of Elementary grades, 3 years of Junior High School, and 3 years of 
Senior High School. 

This change from our traditional 6-2-4 type of organization will 
present problems in administration, in supervision and in program of 
studies. These problems are recognized by the school department and it 
was felt that this change offers a fine opportunity for a re-examination of 
our subject matter offerings at the secondary school level — Grades 7 to 12 
inclusive. 

After consultation with representatives of three major educational 
institutions in the Boston area, it was decided to ask our administrative 
and teaching staffs to undertake a comprehensive study of: 

1. Our present Curriculum and the extent to which it meets 

present day needs of boys and girls. 
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2. Desirable changes, if any, made necessary by the transition to 
a 6-3-3 system. 
It is hoped that these studies will help us to provide our school 
system with a completely modern educational organization to accompany 
the new building construction. 


Health, Physical Education, Sports 


The Laws of the Commonwealth require that all teachers and other 
personnel who come into contact with pupils must be X-Rayed to 
determine absence of tuberculosis. All our personnel were so examined 
in November 1953 and were found to be free from evidence of 
tuberculosis. 

Due to increased enrollment and the attendant increase in work, 
an assistant School Nurse has been employed. 

The Athletic program has been discussed at length with various 
coaches. It is the concensus of opinion that a program which will provide 
for varsity, second-teams, Freshmen, and Junior High School sports is 
desirable. 


Under-age Entrance Test Discontinued 


Since 1924, provision has been made for the admission of under-age 
pupils to the First Grade through a Testing Program administered by the 
School Department. In recent years, the number of children admitted on 
the basis of this Testing has risen to the point where they cannot be 
accommodated until more classrooms are available, and the Program has 
been discontinued. No pupils will be admitted by Testing in September 
1954. 


Receipts of Account of Schools 


Each year, the Town receives an income from the operation of its 
schools, as shown below:

This is a substantial reduction of the School Department annual 
Budget. The money is not available to the School Department, but goes 
into the General Income Account of the Town. If it were permissible to 
allocate this income in the form of a credit against the Annual Appropria- 
tion for Schools, it would more truly reflect the actual cost to the citizens 
for that part of the Town Budget for which the School Department is 
responsible.

Principal of High School 


H. A. Strout, Principal 


I herewith submit to you my annual report as Principal of Walpole 
High School. 


There has been a marked increase in the enrollment at the high school 
this year, and the number in the four classes is as follows:

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About 45% of the pupils are enrolled in the college preparatory 
division while only 20% actually attend college. We need to consider 
the education which the group not attending college receives. Is the present 
program of studies offered to this group meeting their abilities, needs, 
and interests? I believe a change in our program of studies would give 
this group a broader and more. useful training. This change is being 
studied and may be ready for adoption when the addition to the building 
is completed. We are also planning for an extended use of the new 
classrooms and laboratories in the new school. The teachers and committees 
are considering a possible revision of our present courses and the desir- 
ability of introducing new and enlarged courses in such subjects as manual 
arts and commercial work as well as art and music. Courses in home- 
making are being considered which would allow every girl in high school 
to study this subject for a year at least. 

We wish to thank the Women’s Club for their interest in providing 
speakers for our assembly programs. The number of other assemblies has 
markedly increased. The student council has been helpful in selecting 
many of these programs. 

A school newspaper has been successfully published by a group of 
pupils who are interested in this type of work. Many seniors obtain 
valuable literary and business experience in connection with the yearbook. 
Each class has officers and representatives who meet with a faculty advisor 
to carry on the business of each class. The science club is holding regular 
meetings and last April conducted a very satisfactory science fair. The 
dramatic club has regular scheduled :neetings and plans to present a play. 
The glee club and athletic teams continue to be attractive and many boys 
and girls participate in those activities. 

The increased enrollment has taxed the capacity of the present 
building. We are forced to conduct a class in the library and a class of 
English meet in the mechanical drawing room. Two classes must use the 
kitchen of the home economics department. We must have the use of 
one additional room, at least, for the coming year if we are to maintain 
the standard work of the school. 


Supervisor of Music 


ARTHUR E. WILLEY, Supervisor 


During the past two years, all efforts were directed toward establishing 
-a solid foundation of fundamentals in music education — vocal and 
instrumental. With this thought in mind, a manual for a graded course 
of music education, based upon the needs of the Walpole School 
Department was prepared by the supervisor of music and presented to all 
the teachers and administrators. 

The year 1953 was also spent in developing our work to a greater 
degree by broadening the scope of participation outside the classroom 
through such specialized organizations as the glee clubs and the band. 
Through this medium of participation the children not only gained new 
experiences in learning to contribute to the development of their

community but also to bring into play all the knowledge gained in the 
subject matter, in order that the programs might be well rounded and 
successfully produced. All projects were planned and executed by the 
students with the undersigned acting as advisor. 

The following were some of the projects accomplished during the 

year 1953. 
Vocal Music 

A. Continued development of the four glee clubs — one High School, 
two Junior High and one Elementary School. 

B. Participation by the High School and combined Junior High 
School Glee Clubs in the South-Eastern Massachusetts Music 
Festival held in Norwood in May. Both organizations received 
high honor ratings. 

C. Concert given by the High School Glee Club in January for the 
P.T.A. and in May for the public. 

D. A cantata presented by the Stone School Glee Club for the 
P.T.A. in December. 

E. High School Glee Club gave a concert on the Boston Common 
during the Christmas week. 

F. All glee clubs and grades participated in their respective school 
assemblies. 

Instrumental Music 

A. Class instruction in all band and orchestra instruments was 
continued in all schools for beginners. 

B. Private instruction is now afforded for all children who are 
advanced in the work by carefully selected outside instructors. 

C. A baton squad was organized for girls in the High School to 
become part of the band unit. 

D. The Walpole School Band participated in the Memorial Day 
Parade, high school graduation, and all football games this fall. 

E 


- The band now has forty members and twenty-three additional 
children in training. 


Musical in Elementary Schools 


The music in the elementary schools in Walpole in 1953 continued 
on its customary schedule of one teaching visit by the supervisor each 
week. In spite of very crowded conditions, and the lack of use of a piano 
in several schools, this program has been maintained. Special programs 
for Thanksgiving, Christmas, Education Week, and Memorial Day have 
been given in various buildings, inviting the parents when there is room 
enough. Where time permits, special help has been given small children 
who have difficulty singing in tune. 

The four music appreciation classes at the High School are conducted 
once a week on a credit basis. There are several classes in voice training 
there. 

Mrs. Dunlevy was given a five-week leave of absence during April 
and May to take part in the Cecilia Society of Boston Good-Will concert 
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tour of France. Eight concerts were given; in Notre Dame Cathedral in 
Paris, the palace chapel at Versailles, Dijou, Strassbourg, Lille, Amiens 
Rheims Cathedral, and Rouen. The Society was very enthusiastically and 
cordially received by the French officials and public. 


The young children of Walpole have enjoyed the French folk song 
records brought back and have learned to sing many of these tunes in their 
original language. 


Physical Education 


DOROTHY SHEPARD, Supervisor 


The increased number of children in our schools is having its effect: 
upon the physical education program in that I am now seeing many 
classes only once in two weeks. A look at the following figures will show 
how marked this change has become: 


1950-51 1 class met bi-weekly 

1951-52 3 classes met bi-weekly 
1952-53 17 classes met bi-weekly 
1953-54 20 classes are meeting bi-weekly 


I attempted to get a senior student from the training school to help 
remedy this situation, but found that none are available because of the 
transportation difficulty and the request from the schools nearby the 
colleges. I have therefore recommended to Mr. Jones that the school 
committee consider the addition of a part-time person to help sq that each 
child may have at least one lesson a week with a trained person. 


The increased number of classes is also affecting the amount of time 
that a class can have in the halls when I am not around. In one of the 
large buildings the principal has set up a definite schedule for the gym 
classes in the hall. 


During the past year at the request of the P.T.A. at Plimpton School, 
a demonstration of physical education activities was presented at their 
annual picnic. This demonstration included every boy and girl in the 
school. Each grade showed some type of rhythmic activity except for 
the second grade which showed tumbling, and animal imitations suitable 
for that level. 

A new victrola was purchased for the Boyden School to be used 
primarily for the folk dancing program in physical education and where 
ever else it is needed. At present I am trying to find a suitable combination 
of victrola with microphone attachments that can be used for folk and 
square dancing in the Junior High School in order that the students may 
have greater number of dances. 

Tam also recommending to the school committee that they consider an 
after school program for the junior high school girls based primarily on 


the individual sports, such as, tennis, badminton, bowling, golf, and 
volley ball and soft ball. 
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Household Arts 
Junior High School 


LOUISE SCHUELER, Ivstructor 

This year the girls in the seventh grades are being introduced to 
sewing in school for the first time. This crowds the program of learning 
machine stitching and the making of smocks for the foods work into 
the first half of the year. The eighth grade students continue their work 
with the commercial pattern in making cotton school costumes. 

The foods work in both seventh and eighth grades is designed to give 
basic fundamentals of foods in relation to happy, healthful living. The 
use and care of kitchen equipment, the selection of foods and the planning 
and preparation of breakfast and luncheon foods lend variety and interest 
to the foods classes. 

Senior High School 


Doris HARTSHORN, Ivstructor 

During this past year the classes in the Household Arts Department 
and Home Making Courses proceeded according to the outlines previously 
submitted to your office. Our first and second year girls participated in 
the theory and practice of foods, care and textiles of clothing, and making 
the prescribed number of garments, using many of the new fabrics on the 
market. The third and fourth year girls studied Health and Dietetics and 
seem to thoroughly enjoy their work in Home Furnishing. 

I appreciate the fact that the trend for our work is to use a single 
period instead of a double period, but with first and second year girls in 
one class, and the time requirement for cooking foods not having changed, 
one period is far too short in time to make for satisfactory results from 
the viewpoint of teacher or pupil. Perhaps our new school will take care 
of this matter. 


Manual Arts 


GEORGE H. CONATY, Supervisor of Industrial Arts 


With the opening of school in September 1953, the Shop Courses 
were, and still are, filled considerably beyond capacity. However, with 
the expansion of the shop courses in the new high school building, this 
condition should correct itself for many years to come. As we are planning 
now, the areas of instruction in Industrial Arts in the new building are to 
cover General Metal Working including Power Mechanics. Much planning 
has been done by the three Industrial Arts instructors in cooperation with 
the Superintendent and the Architect to enlarge the scope of our shop 
courses to meet present day needs. 

At the present time there are approximately two hundred enrolled 
in the seventh and eighth grade classes, and one hundred in the high school 
classes, both in the woodworking and mechanical drawing classes. In 
addition, there are twenty-five preparatory students enrolled in the 
mechanical drawing classes. 
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The shop courses require that a student choose a suitable project for 
his level and ability which can be useful in or around the home. He then 
gains experience in the following areas of instruction while working on 
that or other projects: general basic tool processes; advanced tool processes; 
machine operation; care and maintenance of equipment; safety; planning; 
design; wood-finishing; identification of materials and correlation with 
Mechanical Drawing, Mathematics, Geography, Botany, Industrial History 
and Civics. 

The courses in Mechanical Drawing cover instruction in the following 
areas: Constructive Geometry, Orthographic Projection, Development of 
Surfaces, Devices for Transmission of Power, Small Machine Design, 
Architectural Drawing and Construction, Freehand Sketching, and 
Aircraft Drawing. 


Health Department 


THE SCHOOL NURSE 


ALICE M. DOWNING 

Due to our increased enrollment, and also due to lack of working 
space, it has not been possible to complete the physical examinations during 
the Fall of 1953. Plans are made to continue when school re-opens in 
1954. 

The eye-testing and ear-testing will be done in alternating grades, 
namely: 1-3-5-7 etc. Equipment was purchased during the year to test 
ears by means of the Pure-Tone Method. This is known as the 
Massachusetts Hearing Test, and is not only recommended by the State 
Health Department, but it is unlawful to test by any other method. It 
is possible to detect trouble at a very early age. 

All members of the senior class plus all our school personnel had 
chest X-Rays this year. Norfolk County Hospital has adopted the use 
of the Mobile Equipment of National X-Ray Company of New Jersey. 
It is both economical and speedy, and in less than two hours, over two 
hundred X-Rays were recorded. 

More and more of the School Nurse’s time has to be spent on Social 
Guidance.

For the last few weeks of this year, Miss Marie Lessor has been 
assisting three days per week, and after January of 1954, will be able to 
work full time.

After having examined the children of all the schools, we wish to 
report that, in general, we found the children to be in good health. The 
parents of the few found to have corrrectable physical defects were 
notified of these conditions. 

We wish to express our thanks to Miss Downing, our school nurse, 
and the Principals and teachings staffs of all the schools respectively for 
their kind cooperation.

This year we have introduced a monthly guide to art activities for 
elementary grades, so each grade level can attain an understanding, 
according to their natural abilities, of form study, color, design, and 
lettering. Teachers are encouraged to use the guides not only for specific 
lessons but as a source from which to adapt other suitable lessons. 

The Art principles are present in all Art experiences. In this manner 
the children become more capable of meaningful Art expression as they 
continue through the grades. The first two grades devote time mainly to 
exploration and achieving expressiveness. In grades 3-6 steady growth 
in all Art principles is maintained by gradually introducing new 
experiences, new Art terms and new conceptions of color, form, design 
usage.

Charles Fales Fund Scholarship Committee 

The Charles Fales Fund Scholarship Committee presents herein its 
nineteenth annual report. 

The following officers were elected at the December meeting: 
Mrs. Eleanor Johnson, Chairman and Mrs. Margaret Forssell, Secretary. 

The awarding of the Scholarships is based on the following excerpts 
from the will of Lewis F. Fales: 

“In memory of my father, one hundred thousand dollars, to be known 
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as the “CHARLES FALES FUND,” to the Town of Walpole, Massachusetts, 
provided, unless a Board of Commissioners of Trust Funds is then existing 
in said Town, said Town shall have created a board of Commissioners of 
Trust Funds in accordance with the laws of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts within two years from the time said Town is notified by my 
said Trustees so to do. The income from said funds to be used for 
scholarships to be paid as hereinafter provided to students, male or female 
of the Schools of the Town who become students at any university, college 
or institute. Such scholarships are to be as nearly as practical each for 
the sum of five hundred dollars annually, and to be paid to each under- 
graduate in a university, college, or institute to whom it may be awarded 
by a Committee to be known as the Charles Fales Fund Scholarship 
Committee,’ which Committee shall consist of the Superintendent of 
Schools of Walpole for the time being, the Principal of the High School 
of Walpole for the time being, and if there be any time more than one 
High School in Walpole the Principals of each High School for the time 
being, and the members for the time being of the School Committee or 
other body having charge of the Schools of Walpole. The awards of 
Scholarships shall be for one year and shall be made during the month of 
December of each and every year. It shall so far as practical keep in 
touch with the progress and standing of each student to whom an award 
of a scholarship has been made. It is not my desire to hamper in any way 
the Committee in making their award, but there are these factors which I 
desire they should take into consideration — Character, Scholarship, and 
Physical and Mental Vigor. I also desire that students wishing to extend 
their education along technical lines, shall, other things being equal be 
given preference.” 

The amount available for distribution this year was $3,300. In 
accordance with the provisions of the will that scholarships are to be as 
nearly as practical each for the sum of five hundred dollars, seven 
scholarships were awarded.

The Warrant was issued by the Selectmen under date of December 30, 1952 
and was signed by Willis D. McLean, John H. White, John J. Burke, Edward iF 
Delaney and Levi S. Thompson. The Warrant called for the election by ballot of 
five Selectmen, one Town Treasurer, one Collector of Taxes, one Moderator, all for 
one year; One Member of the Town Planning Board for five years; One Assessor of 
Taxes for three years; Two Members of the School Committee for three years; Two 
Members of the Public Library Trustees for three years; One Commissioner of 
Trust Funds for three years. 

The proper service of the Warrant was attested by Timothy A. Cullinane, 
Constable of Walpole. All the requirements of the States and Town By-Laws 
relating to Elections were complied with.

Article 2. Mr. Erker of the High School Building Committee gave an oral 
report of progress. 

Report of the Committee Appointed to Draft Revisions in the Town Charter 
and By-Laws. The Committee recommends that the Charter be amended as follows: 

Section 1. Delete the last two sentences and substitute therefor: “Jf the 
business of the adjourned meeting shall not be completed at half past ten o'clock 
in the evening, the meeting shall be again adjourned in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the General Laws of Massachusetts. 

Comment: Under Article 2 of the By-Laws, articles of the warrant carrying 
an appropriation of $200.00 or more cannot be voted on by the town until the 
appropriation committee has reported on them. As the appropriation committee 
report is rarely ready before the middle of March, it is usually futile to adjourn the 
town meeting to any earlier date. 

Section 3. Add “sewer commissioners,’ before ‘‘water commissioners.” 

Comment: This change will bring the Charter into agreement with existing 
law. 

Section 9. With respect to the town engineer's duty to keep in repair all 
town buildings, delete “Except as provided in section fifteen.” 

Comment: This change is needed to make it clear that the repair of the fire 
station is the town engineer's responsibility and not that of the fire chief as might 
otherwise be assumed from section 15. 

Section 13. Delete the second paragraph and substitute therefor, “All police 
officers shall be subject to the Civil Service Rules and Regulations as provided by 
the General Laws of Massachusetts and adopted by the town.” 

Comment: This change is needed to bring the Charter into agreement with 
existing law. 

Section 15. With respect to the fire chief's duty to keep in repair all property 
and apparatus used by and for the fire department, substitute “equipment” for 
“property.” 

Comment: This change is complementary to the suggested change in Sec- 
tion 9. With reference to the report of the prior committee on Charter revisions, no 
changes are seen necessary in section 6 because the Board of Relief does not come 
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under Civil Service. No clarification is seen necessary in sections 2, 4, or 8. It is 
noted that the traffic rules in Article IX of the By-Laws have been superseded by 
Traffic Rules and Regulations adopted by the Board of Selectmen and approved by 
the Department of Public Works, Because of frequent amendments to these Rules 
and Regulations, it is recommended that they not be included in future printings 
of the booklet containing the Charter and By-Laws. 

The Committee believes that the recommended changes in the Charter and 
By-Laws are minor in character and that enactment of the changes would not 
justify reprinting of the entire Charter booklet at this time. However, the changes 
if enacted and approved, could be published by inclusion in the next succeed- 
ing Town Report. 

In order to effect the above recommended changes in the Charter, it will be 
necessary to petition the legislature for permission to amend the Charter. Thomas 
W. Underhill, Chairman, Herbert D. Robinson, Richard H. Kannally.

Permanent Firemen—Report of the Committee 


At the annual town meeting of 1952, it was voted that a committee of five be 
appointed by the Moderator to “determine the need for permanent firemen in the 
town.” This committee has held a series of meetings with the following persons for 
the purpose of obtaining facts and figures to answer this question: Mr. Robert I. 
Stewart, who presented the motion at the town meeting making this committee 
possible: Mr. Aaron H. Hill, Chief of the Walpole Fire Department. Mr. Percy 
Charnock, Manager of the New England Fire Insurance Association. Local insur- 
ance agents doing business in Walpole. Representatives of local industry. A hearing 
to which the public was invited. A joint meeting with the Board of Selectmen and 
the Appropriation Committee. 

‘Fire Chiet Hill presented three proposals to the committee for permanent men 
in the department: 


1. Three men at the Centre fire house as desk officers. One man on a shift. 
Cost, $10,400 per annum. Approximately 50c per thousand on the tax rate, 


2 Nine men. One desk officer and two drivers on each shift. One driver might 
be stationed at the East Walpole fire house at the discretion of the Chief. Cost, 
$30,600 per annum, Approximately $1.50 per thousand on the tax rate. 


3. Fifteen men. One desk officer and four drivers on each shift. Two drivers 
at the Fast Walpole fire house and two drivers and a desk officer at the Centre fire 
house. Cost, $51,000 per annum. Approximately $2.50 per thousand on the tax 
rate, 

The Committee has caretully studied the need for the desk officer and 1s of 
the opinion that most of these duties are now being performed satisfactorily by the 
Police Department desk officer. When the new combination fire and police building 
is occupied, this arrangement should show improvement. The telephone at the Fire 
Department office will have an extension to the Police Department office where an 
oflicer is on twenty-four hour duty as at present. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will instruct the Selectmen, to provide com- 
pensation under the Workmens’ Compensation Act, for its laborers, workmen, and 
mechanics, including all employees of the Town regardless of the nature of their 
duties, receiving injuries out of and in the course of their employment or in case 
of death resulting frcm such injury, raise and appropriate money therefor, or do or 
act anything in relation thereto. 

On motion made and seconded, it was 

Voted: that the Town instruct the Selectmen to provide compensation under the

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such injury, and that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of $10,000.00 three- 
for. 

To see what compensation the Town will allow its Selectmen, 
Assessors of Taxes, Town Treasurer, and Collector of Taxes, for their services, for 
the ensuing year, or do or act anything in relation thereto. 

Article 11. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate or transfer such 
sums of money as may be necessary to defray the regular departmental expenses of 
the Town for the ensuing year, raise and appropriate money therefor, or do or act 
anything in relation thereto.

At this time the Moderator adjourned the adjourned annual town meeting in 
order to take up the Special Town Meeting called for at this time. 

The New Fire Station Building Committee has arranged to have a fire alarm 
transmitter placed in the Police department office as is now the case. The police 
officer on duty can thus sound an alarm as soon as he receives the telephone call. 

The remaining duties of the desk officer are mostly of a secretarial and stew- 
ards nature. The stewards duties have been performed by the Fire Chiet at the 
Centre fire house for many years, and even though the town has grown materially 
in the past decade the committee has not been convinced that the steward’s duties 
have been proportionately increased. These duties at the East Walpole fire house are 
delegated to members of that Company who receive extra remuneration for per- 
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formance of same. A similar arrangement is in force at the South Walpole fire 
house. 


The arguments set forth for the need for permanent drivers have their merits. 
The committee has carefully weighed these arguments which are primarily based 
on more rapid response of the apparatus and the life saving possibilities with the 
new junior aerial ladder. 


The committee is of the opinion that the fire fighting activities of the depart- 
ment are commendable considering the number of men who make regular appear- 
ances. Many of the delays which have prompted criticism of the department in the 
past, were due to the outmoded apparatus and worn out fire alarm system. The pur- 
chase of modern apparatus at the Centre fire house, and the prospect of more new 
apparatus in the next three years should remove this problem.  * 


The committee has carefully studied the fire loss figures for the past ten years 
which has averaged $28,261 per year in accordance with figures published in the 
annual Town Report for the years in question. During the same period the operat- 
ing expenses of the Fire department have been $13,687 per year as per Town 
Reports. Over and above these operating expenses the Town has spent many thou- 
sands of dollars to modernize its fire fighting equipment. 


From a dollar and cents standpoint, the cost of permanent drivers would be 
more than the annual fire loss under the present call force, and the small amount of 
improvement noted would be negligible. At the present time, the appointment of 
any number of permanent firemen would not bring about the lowering of the 
insurance rates until the problems the town faces in its water distribution system are 
overcome. As a result of its hearings with the various people concerned, including 
the Board of Selectmen under whose jurisdiction the Fire department operates, the 
committee offers the following recommendations: 


1. That no permanent men be appointed to the Walpole Fire Department 
at this time. 


2. That the Administration of the Department continue to develop the eff- 
ciency of the Fire department to its maximum in the interests of public safety and 
thereby further lessen the need for permanent firemen until such time as the Town 
is in a more favorable position to assume the financial burden of permanent fire- 
men. Respectfully submitted, W. Roderic Bruce, Chairman; Andrew J. Rocca, Sec- 
retary; Edward A. Bendinelli, Leo M. Bernier, and Winslow Warren.
